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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Applicant has not complied with one or more conditions for receiving the benefit of an 
earlier filing date under 35 U.S.C. 120 as follows: 

The second application (which is called a continuing application) must be an application 
for a patent for an invention which is also disclosed in the first application (the parent or 
provisional application); the disclosure of the invention in the parent application and in the 
continuing application must be sufficient to comply with the requirements of the first 
paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112. See In re Ahlbrecht, 168USPQ293 (CCPA 1971). 
The instant application claims priority to parent application, U.S. serial no. 08/160,067. The 
derivative protein, CDN-1 1 comprising amino acid sequence SEQ ID NO: 22 was not disclosed 
or contemplated in the parent application '067. Thus, claims containing this protein do not receive 
the priority date of the parent application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
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has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371© of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

3. Claims 32, 33, 37 and 59 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Chittenden (U.S.# 5,672,686). 

The Bcl-Y polypeptide of Chittenden is 99.9% identical to SEQ ID NO: 7, 98.3% 
identical to SEQ ID NO: 9, and 99.2% identical to SEQ ID NO: 22. Chittenden teach an antibody 
which would specifically bind the instantly claimed polypeptides and a method of detecting the 
polypeptide to which the antibody binds. See columns 4-5. 

4. Claims 34-36 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims.
